of tho middle Mississippi between St. 
Louis and Cairo. The total distance of 
the projected continuous 
navigable 


channel from Lake Michigan, at Chi- 
cago, to tho Eads jetties, In the Gulf 
of Mexico, la 1.625 miles, and tho fall 
is D79 feet from the lake level to the 
Gulf level. 


Difficulties to Overcome. 


Between St. Louis and Cairo dif- 


ficulties that a tow years ago would 
have been regarded as Insurmountable 
will unquestionably be encountered. 
The slope there averages only seven 
ln,ches per mile for the entire distance 
of IfiS miles. At normal low water the 
volume between those two points Is 
66,000 second feet. 
With the 
river 


normal flood It rises to ten times 


that flow and in. times ot extraor.di- 
iary flood has reached between 
SOO,- 


000 and 1,000,000 second teet. A flood 
volume of such magnitude on a slope 


so deep produces a. waterway ot Im- 
mense breadth with uncertain depth 
at low water. 
The low water season, when the riv- 


er riopth Is frequently less than 12 
feet, averages 120 days yearly In tho 
diotilct between St. Louis and Cairo. 
Tho alluvial deposits Incident to the 
flood overflows, must, of course, 
be 


taken Into consideration In any scheme 
for the curbing ot the Mississippi's 
width that lias the maintenance of an 
all the year round deep channel as 
its objective,. Saving banks and exten- 
sive levee construction must he under- 
taken, it is conceded, in such a way 
aa not to deprive the bottom of the 
enormous wealth of alluvial deposits 
following floods. 


To Keep the Course. 


It Is tho working out of a system of 


retaining banks that will not affect the 
wealth ot the Mississippi valley coun- 
try and at the same time regulate to 
a certainty tho all the year round 
channel depth of tho river that pre- 
sents the greatest problem in 
the

proposition. Of course, a maintained 
depth of 14 feet will demand less 
width In the river in the vicinity of 
tho bottom and will probably produce

Mr. Cooley estimates that a 25 per 


cent, increment to the Mississippi 
flow is possible by using the entire 
volume ot 
water 
that can 
come 


through the Chicago canal. He esti- 
mates a llko increment by the 
es- 


tablishment of comprehensive reser- 
voirs on the upper Mississippi. This 
would make a 12-foot minimum chan- 
nel tlnriiiB Ihe period of low water 
and glvr; tlin watorway a depth 
of 


from 18 lo 1!) foot under normal con- 
ditions. From tho Hed river to the 
mouth of tho Mississippi, a distance 
of :!00 miles, (lie Ciult'lovel Is main- 
tained. It is between the Red river 
and the Ohio, at Cairo, that the great* 


cst outlay for artificial Improvement 
oC the Mississippi would he neces- 
sary. The distance between those two 
points Is 7G-1 miles. All of tho biff en- 
gineering feats will have to be ac- 
complished within that territory. If 
a stable channel of 14 feet can bs 
maintained In that stretch engineers 
declare that the seaboard will 
no 


longer terminate at the Mississippi 
delta, but will actually stretch 3,600 
miles inland to the shore of Lake 
Michigan. 


Immeasurable good. It Is confident- 


ly asserted by champions ot tho Mis- 
sissippi valloy ocean highway, will 
come from .the establishment o[ a 
1'1-Coot channel between Chicago and 
tho Gulf of Mexico. The annual value 
of the internal commerce of Uie United 
States is $22,000,000.

Hill and 13. H. Marrlman, is-becoming- 


of grain could not be moT«d last year 
because of the railway congestion, and 
the west suffered a coal famine be-

James J. Hill has pointed out that

Matter Is Urgent. 


"This matter of transportation is a 


most urgent one. 
People think there 


Is no limit to what tho railroads can 
do. Thoro is a very present limit to 
many railroads in the volume of busi- 
ness we have to do. H takes money to 
run railroads. Thoro Is a want of 
money in every center. 
Where the 


business has grown the fastest there 
tho want is greatest. Traffic is grow- 
ing five times as fast as railroad mile- 
age. Wo might as well put railroad 
improvement out of the question." 


Hundreds of millions o£ dollars, It is 


admitted, would he saved annually by 
the substitution of water transporta-

Roman theater, which were unearth- 
ed just before the 
Franco-Prussian 


war, but which have for years been 
desecrated by a terminus of the Gen- 
eral Omnibus company of Paris. 


Up to the time that the 
omnibus 


company took possession of the pic- 
turesque spot In the Rue Monge, It 
was the pride of Baron Haussmann, 
who found delight In the ancient ruins, 
although he made no practical use 
of the place. 
Now it is proposed to 


'revive It In a manner most aesthetic. 
Some time ago the omnibus, company 
was dispossessed and the ruins com- 
pletely restored, and at the present 
time M. Camllle de Sainte-Crolx, the 
dramatic author, has obtained a con- 
cession from the city of Paris which 
will enatle him to give open air per- 
formances there of old Greco-Roman 
plays similar to those conducted 
at 


Orange, Beziers, Champigny, Nimes, 
Aries, and other places which have 
Gallo-Roman remains. 


The theater in the Rue Monge dates 


from the third century, and was built 
by Roman soldiers whose camp occu- 
pied the place where the Odeon and 
the universities now stand. 
In 1870, 


when the Rue Monge was pierced and 
these Roman remains were unearth- 
ed, the archaeological societies of 


France helped to form a company to 
restore and preserve them,

the missionary must take thought for 
a comfortable homo and physical sus- 
tenance. Thus urines that much moot- 
od question, the 
missionary's 
resi- 


dence). Times without number It has 
boon charged that 
tho 
missionary 


dwells In a palatial house, and sub- 
Bints on tho fat of tho laud, with an 
army of servants to minister to his 
wants. 


There In uome ground for this crltl- 


Iraported clothes, to "get along" as It 
Is for his brother clergyman at home. 
No little scrimping 
and 
saving la 


necessary to "make ends meet;" the 
missionary's salary IB on the average 
about a thousand dollars a year, and 
even in China or Japan, one cannot 
live like a prince on this sum. 


' 
As to Missionary Haloes. 


Now I come to a delicate question, 


which long Investigation of the sub- 
ject causes to appear more serious 
than might at 
first 
bo 
supposed, 


namely, tho question ot the mission- 
ary'» halo. The great bulk of church 
people who give thought to the mat- 
ter ut all have become accustomed to 
think of every missionary as a saint 
and a hero. He Is praised and prayed 
for as 
Christianity's 
knight errant, 


"without fear and without reproach.' 
"Our 
noble missionaries" Is one of tho 


stock phrases of religion. 
Tho man 


or woman who engages 
In 
foreign 


missionary work Is commonly rega-d- 
od as a person, of peculiar scantlty 
and chivalry and devotion and sacri- 
fice and courage. In a word, he Is In- 
vested with a halo all his own. 


Occasionally I have met a mission- 


ary, 
usually young and second-rate, 


who takes himself quite as seriously 
as his friends at homo take him, and 
who. 
well aware that he Is one of the 


noble army of martyr 
spirits, 
goes 


about wearing his halo wILh all the 
soir-consclousuess of a girl with a new 
ICaster hat. 
Moat missionaries, on 


the other hand, feel foolish because of 
the false attitude in which they ara 
thus placed by their Idealizing 
ad- 


mirers at home. Some of them have 
used quite unmlssionary forclbleness 
of speech on this point.

As a consequence, the prac- 
tice ot conforming to the native, life 
is less general oven In this organiza- 
tion than formerly. A white man can- 
not live as a yellow man, and keep 
his health: serious and 
costly mis- 


takes liave been made by missionaries 
attempting to do so. As to the .wear- 
Inc ot native dress, little need be 
said' most missionaries in tho In- 
terior do so. in order to appear incon- 
spicuous, and because Chinese clothes 
are comfortable, cheap and easily ob- 
tained 
There are disadvantages in 


living a hundred miles from a button. 


Nevertheless, in many cases—by no 


means In all—the error is made on 
the side ot failure to conform as close- 
ly as possible to native style. My. own 
Judgment has affirmed tho criticism 
made to me in 
numerous 
specific 


ca«cs that the dwellings of the mis- 
sionaries are entirely too sumptuous 
for persona of their vocation. Rightly 
or wrongly, the church and the world 
associate the Idea of sacrifice with the 
missionary's calling; the natives, too, 
quickly come to see the apparent dis- 
crepancy between tho preaching of 
self-denial and the practice of material 
luxury; somo of tho 
most 
serious 


strictures upon th,o missionary's style 
oE Ilvias have come to me from native 
preachers. Often, I am convinced, the 


j vftuilt lies directly with the'boards at 
/"%-honie; somo missionaries have lament- 
f-mn In- niy hearing, the elaborateness 


and impress!veness of their residences. 
They deplore the contrast between 
their houses and those of'the wealth- 
iest natives.

That In reality they do not correspond 
to the image of themselves ever being 
held up in sermons, speeches and 
articles, no one knows quite so well 
as themselves. If permitted to speak 
frankly, they would say, as many have 
said to me, that they have fewer ma- 
terial discomforts than

home missionary or country pastor; 
that they are ordinary men and wom- 
en, with all the limitations of human 
nature, who are .trying to do one sort 
of Christian work, which, whatever its 
glamour when seen 
ten 
thousand 


miles away, is in actuality beset by 
all the 
difficulties 
and 
discourage- 


ments of religious endeavor at home, 
besides certain other hindrances due 
to the- non-Christian training and be- 
liefs of the natives. They would plead 
for a little less romance and a little 
more reality in dealing with the for- 
eign mission propaganda; for neither 
they themselves, nor .their, work, can 
measure up to the enthusiastic, por- 
traitures of uninformed supporters. 
A Motley Assortment of Missionaries. 


It is Impossible to'speak of "the 


missionary;" human nature does 'not 
lend itself 
to 
generalizations..'Mis-, 


sionaries 'Sro almost as various, a com- 
pany as editors or doctors'' or .lawyers^ 
An honest critic cannot unqualifiedly 
approve or condemn "the missionary." 
Even at the risk of shocking, many 
readers, let me say that I have met 
missionaries who are as incompetent 
as tho bitterest enemy 
of 
missions 


represents! all missionaries to be. ' I 
have met others who are so small that 
they may be classed as negligible 
quantities. 
I have met unmannered 


missionaries, lazy missionaries, .cow- 
ardly missionaries, gluttonous mis- 
sionaries, bad-tempered .missionaries, 
avaricous missionaries, bigoted 
.mis- 


sionaries, eccentric missionaries, sel- 
fish missionaries, and even. In . two 
cases. I know .missionaries who have 
been cast out for. gross 
immorality. 


There is scarcely a. charge" which, has 
been .made 'concerning missionaries as 
a whole that I have not found.-true 01 
individual .missionaries.. ;-Let those 
who know .little of the...facts on the 
field rush Into qualified defense of all 
missionaries- as -worthy, of haloes'; I 
cannot do so. 


Yet, 
In perfect fairness and frank- 


ness, I can Bay of the very large ma- 
jority of the hundreds of 
mission- 


aries whom I have watched at their 
work, that they arc thoroughly hon- 
est, competent, self-Immolating 
and 


devoted servants of a great Ideal. This 
applies to men and women of all de- 
nominations and bodies—Roman Cath- 
olic and Protestant, churchman 
and 


independent: and to all the mission 
fields which I have thus far Investi- 
gated. 
In quiet modesty, and with 


self-denying service, these men and 
women are patiently seeking, against 
great odds, the conversion of the peo- 
ple among whom they dwell. 
Their 


lives are the best recommendation of 
their message. 


On the whole, they are persons of 


more than ordinary ability aud refine- 
ment; tho charge may be 
rejected, 


practically In toto, that missionaries 
are incompetents who have been driv- 
en into their Hold by Inability to se- 
cure a livelihood. So eminent nn au- 
thority as Dr. Arthur H. Smith as- 
sures mo that there is no class of pro. 
fesslonal worker, except only the col- 
lege professor of whom 
so 
high a 


standard Is required. 


The number of missionaries of in- 


dependent wealth, who givo liberally 
to the foreign mission work of which 
they themselves are a part, Is a sup 
prising revelation to an Investigator; 
and at once an evidence of tho confi- 
dence of these persons In the mission- 
ary enterprise, and of their own dis- 
interestedness in pursuing this voca- 
tion. 


The Troubles of the Missionaries. 
Nevertheless, there are certain trials 


of missionary life worth noting, apart 
from tho difficulties Inseparable from 
any kind of pioneer work. 
The first 


of these, which hears most hardly In 
the beginning. Is the separation from 
family and friends; as tlu; years soften 
this, and the foreign rteld becomes 
home, there ensues, usually, the great- 
est trial of all, separation from chil- 
dren, who must be sent away to bo ed- 
ucated. This is tho heaviest burden 
borne by the missionary. 


Very illtle !s said by missionaries 


In China about the clanger from mobs, 
although all the older workers have 
thrilling stories to tell when you get 
them to talking upon this topic. 


When Natives Get on the Nerves. 
Another price that must be paid for 


life amid an alien people is tho fact 
that the natives gradually wear upon 
the nervous system of the missionary, 
who as a rule. Is a person of more 
than ordinary culture and of a sensi- 
tive temperament. Gradually the 
na- 


tives do get on a foreigner's nerves, 
to a degree incredible 
to one who 


spends his clays with p»ople of his 
own color and speech and manner of 
life and thought. Tho white men who 
are in the east for their own ad-vant- 
age usually arrive speedily at the point 
of detesting and despising tho native, 
even to tho extent of abusing him. if 
he be a Chinaman of a Korean: they 
also abused the Japanese; until the lat- 
ter would stand it no longer. 


While on this point of the character 


and calibre of the missionary, the tes- 
timony of a British war correspondent 
with whom 1 traveled into the famine 
district of China, Is worth 
quoting. 


When we started out ho was bitterly 
prejudiced 
against , missionaries; 


thought them "no good" and a crowd 
of mischief, makers. Upon his return, 
after meeting many missionaries, he 
wrote a glowing tribute to their char- 
acter, their disinterestedness and their 
efficiency. 


Well do I recall his astonishment 


one evening at the dinner table of a 
missionary, far in the remote interior, 
when he found the little company of 
missionaries quite as cultured, as cos- 
mopolitan and as brilliant as himself. 
He did not 
know that two 
of the 


young women present bear one of the 
most honored names In Virginia and 
Pennsylvania, and that they received 
their education in-one 
of 
Philadel- 


phia's most fashionable schools, and 
moved, as was their right, in. the most 
select circles in the Quaker City. Yet 
here they, were, 
hundreds of miles 


from anything that could be called 
civilization, spending their lives cheer- 
ily for a horde,pf dirty, ungrateful and 
uncongenial Chinese and serene in tho 
confidence that they were making the 
best possible use of life. It. was of a 
member of this same missionary com- 
munity that my British friend said to 
me later, "Mr. Patterson is the finest 
man I have ever met anywhere in all 
the world."

A slight flavor ot lemon peel 


The peanuts are added 
and the soft mass turned into a re- 
ceptacle which contains a. deep layer 
of little white sesame seeds. 
More 


seeds are scattered over the top. and 
these adhere to the hot candy. When 
cool it is cut in squares or diamonds 
with a very sharp 
knife, for if a 


knife be dragged over it the candy 
would pull out of shape. 


Peanut Candy.—A homemade pea- 


nut candy may be made from three 
pounds of sugar and a pound and a 
half of peanuts.

some baker may have this, but mo- 
lasses In the good old way is not eas- 
ily had since* modern mills and trusts 
came into vogue and rapid methods 
have driven out old slow ways. Peo- 
ple get syrup in cans and molasses 
does not play the part it onco did. 
Sorghum will not answer for the old 
recipes in confectionery 
or 
ginger- 


bread or steamed puddings. 


Cocoanut, when shredded, or brazil 


nut sliced m'-ay be added to white 
sugar pralines. 
Boil the sugar and 


water until it will spin a thread and 
may be cooled and stirred until it will 
drop out a creamy mass, but not so 
stiff but that it will spread easily, 
•and cool in lirm cakes. 


White Mountain Pudding. 


One pint sweet cream, whipped to 


stiff froth; one cup granulated sugar, 
boiled until it threads; one cup mixed 
nuts chopped fine, two ounces can- 
dled cherries, one small can sliced 
pineapples, whites of four eggs beat- 
en to a stiff froth. 
Pour the sirup 


over the beaten eggs, then add this 
to the whipped cream, also the 1'ruit, 
cut into small pieces, ami nuts. 
Pack 


in ice and salt to ripen about eight or 
ten hours. 
It can be served with or 


without the following sauce: 
Yolks 


of two eggs, over'-which pour grad- 
ually the sirup made as above, with 
tine cup granulated sugar, add juice 
and grated rind of one lemon; also 
three large bananas, mashed.

Sauce for Desserts. 


A plain vanilla ice cream, a corn 


starch pudding, or a minute tapioca 
becomes a fancy dessert when served 
with chocolate custard sauce.

and one cupful hot milk, beating con- 
stantly to prevent the egg cooking; 
melt one-fourth ounce - chocolate 
and

tablespoonfuls hot water in basin of 
hot water until it becomes glossy; 
then add to the milk and eggs and 
cook In double boiler until custard 
coats the spoon; when cool add one- 
fourth teaspoonful ground cinnamon. 


Idea for a Wash Cloth. 


A design for a wash cloth which will 


do away with confusion when several 
people in the family leave their towels 
and wash cloths in the bathroom Is 
made as follows:. 
Buy a yard and 


three-quarters of linen, crash, at 10 
cents a yard.
